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KNOW YOUR HAY 





“A manager of a large horse farm in central Kentucky said, ‘The horse 
farms around here buy the oats and hay off the worst farms in Michigan, 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio. Not intentionally, of course. Each farm buys the 
best-looking hay and oats that are available. But most of the hay and oats 
sold here are grown on the poorer farms. The good farms feed their hay 
and grain to their own livestock. Most of the farms that grow hay and oats 
for the market don’t have any livestock, and a farm without livestock is 
not a good farm’.” 

The above quotation is from a recent article in the Blood Horse by its 
business manager Dan Rowmar. The practice which it deplores is, of 
course, by no means limited to Kentucky—horse breeders and owners in 
all sections know far too little about what they are feeding. The old 
proverb “a horse is no better than the land on which he is raised” might be 
more exactly phrased by saying that a horse is no better than the food he 
eats and what he eats is no better than the land on which it is raised. 

The best and the principal horse food is pasture. Twenty years ago 
many stud farm pastures, even including some of the leading names, were 
deficient in minerals for want of lime, fertilizer and proper management. 
Practices have since improved to such an extent, however. that about all 
the vast majority of our pastures lack is water in time of drouth. 

The second most important horse feed is hay. Unfortunately, even 
with the help of U. S. Government grading, no one has yet devised a way 
of determining the feeding value of hay just by looking at it. Other tests 
have been tried—chemical analysis after it has been cured and feeding 
samples to dairy cows to determine its effect on milk supply. So far the 
most practical measure, however, is to know the land on which it is grown 
and the history of that land, including its fertilization. 

If one lives in a hay growing country this is none too difficult. The 
comparative success of many eastern stud farms is based on the fact that 
they grow their own hay or buy it from neighbors whose land and farming 
practices they know all about. If one operates in a non hay growing sec- 
tion, such as central Kentucky, it would certainly be worth while to con- 
tract for hay for a period of years with a farmer or group of farmers who 
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would agree to follow specifications 
as to seed, lime, fertilizer and hay- 
making. . 

The above considerations apply 
with equal force to purchases of 
oats and other grain feeds. The best 
feeds are always the cheapest for 
all horses. If one is concerned with 
race horses, one of the most com- 
petitive of all fields, the best is also 
indispensable. 
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Riding Clinic 
Dear Sir: 

Capt. V. S. Littauer held a four day 
riding clinic at the Lake Oswego Hunt 
Club (near Portland, Oregon) early this 
spring. 

The clinic was attended by adults and 
children who for the most part brought 
their own horses to the club for the dur- 
ation of the schooling period. The children 
showed particular progress during the 
four days, as did their mounts. 

The morning class for adults was 
aimed at schooling the horse. Capt. Lit- 
tauer had more than enough examples of 
*tupset” and spoiled horses to show proof 
that the current method of schooling in 
this area left much to be desired. 

He made no attempt to produce a four 
day ‘‘wonder horse”, but rather advised 
spending enough time training sanely so 
that the horse would ultimately be enjoyed 
for many years. 

The most interesting thing about the 
session was the reaction from a gallery 
of spectators. In ths audience were repres- 
entatives from practically every training 
faction in the area. Every group concluded 
that the man was right in his theory and 
practice.

‘*Too Short a Time”’ 


Dear Sir: 

As long as I canremember, I have been 
very fond of horses; yet sometimes I find 
myself impatient with them, and losing 
my temper, when actually the fault is 
mine. I have been trying to get too much 
accomplished with a horse in too short a 
time. There is a big difference between 
bullying a horse into doing something and 
slowly bringing him along until he knows 
what you want, Then you only need to get 
after him when he knows he has done some- 
thing wrong. 

I realize that persons who are in the 
horse business do not usually have time to 
do it on the slower method, and if they did, 
the price finally received would not always 
warrant such use of time. If only a little 
more time and patience were to be used, 
however, buyers would appreciate the re- 
sults and be educated into paying a pre- 
mium for such a horse,

; Racing in Japan

We were sitting in Akahane’s restaur- 
ant in Tokyo when my wife had an idea, 

**Let’s go to the races tomorrow’’, she 
said brightly. No doubt it was the food that 
aroused her sporting instincts. Akahane’s 
is a wild game restaurant which special- 
izes in such exotic delicacies as boiled 
bees, grilled quail and smoked pheasant al- 
though personally, I do not go for boiled 
bees. I keep wondering whether they re- 


in the dirt and grass ovals. At the far side, 
away from the grandstand, the steeple- 
chase course cuts across the dirt and turf 
tracks and goes up a small hill. There are 
jumps on the hill, naturally, and at the top, 
the course curves around and comes down 
the other side in such a way that the 
chasers are in full view of the stands all the 
way around.

them. 

The next morning, bright andearly, we 
were on the train heading for Nakayama, 
Japan’s newest race track, The trains in 
Japan run with split second accuracy and 
we reached the track at 10:20 in time to 
place a bet on the first race. Yes, the first 
race started at 10:30 and the day’s sched- 
ule called for eleven races with time out 
for lunch. They take their racing seriously 
in Japan! 

Nakayama is a beautiful track, The 
grandstand is concrete construction and is 
about 887 feet long. The roof, they tell me, 
is 73 feet high and is full cantilever con- 
struction which means it is supported only 
at the back of the grandstand. Anyway, 
there are no pillars supporting the roof so 
there is nothing to obstruct the view of the 
track from the stands, 

Nakayama is wonderfully laid out. 
There is a dirt track which I would esti- 
mate is about a mile oval and just inside 
this, is a turf course which is concentric 
with the dirt track, But the layout doesn’t 
stop there. Inside the turf track is a 
steeplechase course with approximately 
fourteen jumps including a water jump, 
brick wall, and numerous hedges. Nor is 
the steeplechase course all contained with-

cending side, the course enters the turf 
track so that the finish is at the normal 
finish line right in front of the center of 
the grandstand. 

It was the first steeplechase, the third 
race, that saved my life or we might have 
had to walk back to the Imperial Hotel. 
A big chestnut, named Tokiwamidori, was 
the favorite. He looked like he was ready

to go. So remembering that old adage from 

The Chronicle about favorites in jumping 

races winning at least 50% of the time, 

I put the family bank roll right on the tip 

of Tokiwamidori’s Romannose. And wamil - 
He won by three lengths going into the 

stretch. It was the only wager we won all 

day. 

Racing in Japan has had a rather hec- 
tic history. This isn’t due, in any way, to 
the Japanese public. All Japanese, or soit 
would seem from the 130,000 who attend 
the races on a good day at Nakayama, love 
racing. But wars and numerous reform 
elements at sporadic times during the 
comparatively short history of modern 
racing in Japan, have seriously crippled 
the King of Sports in the Land of the Cherry 
Blossoms. Ancient Japan had its horse 
racing, but it was confined to the aris- 
tocracy. In 701 A. D., Japanese horse rac- 
ing was solely a court ceremony usually 
consisting of a race between two nobles. 

Down through the years the character 
of these individual races changed and grad- 
ually horse races became part of the fes- 
tival rites of Shinto shrines. The first 
shrine race was held in 1105 at Kamo 
Shrine in Kyoto. Shrine races continued

all through the Meiji Era. 

It wasn’t until 1852 that western racing 
as we know it appeared in Japan, That year, 
a group of Englishmen got together and 
formed a Race Club in Yokohama. Races

were conducted in accordance with the pro- 
per rules of English horse racing which, 
incidentally, form the basis of Japanese 
horse racing today. 

Twenty five years later, the Mita Race 
Club was formed and racing began tocatch 
hold, Other cities started to sponsor horse 
racing. In 1878, the Japan Race Clubcame 
into being and three years later, betting 
tickets were sold in Japan for the first 
time. This gave a tremendous impetus to 
Japanese racing as it does in any country 
with a large number of potential two dollar 
bettors. It was shortly after the advent of 
betting that fourteen Thoroughbreds were 
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imported from Australia to improve the 
indigenous breed. 

In 1908, racing in Japan suffered its 
first setback, The sale of betting tickets 
was banned by legislation, Does it ever 
work? Can a government ever pass a law 
which will prevent a wager from being 
made on the nose of ahorse? Surely Japan, 
with its regimented masses, would have 
been the ideal place to try, but evenin the 
islands of the Rising Sun, the pressures 
were too great and twoyears later the sale 
of betting tickets was again approved, but 
this time by racing clubs only. The clubs 
themselves were permitted to exist under 
the 1910 racing law. From that date until 
World War Il, horse racing in Japan 
steadily grew. But with the outbreak of the 
war, racing stopped. There was no racing 
to speak of in Japan during World War II. 

After the war, the government stepped 
in and for a while controlled all horse 
racing, ostensibly to improve the breed. 
Two years ago racing reverted to private 
hands in the form of the Japan Racing As- 
sociation which now owns nine race tracks 
located in the principal Japanese cities. 

The Japan Racing Association holds 
five classic races for three-year-old 
Thoroughbreds during the racing year. 
The biggest of these is the Nippon Derby, 
first run in 1932, It is patterned after the 
Epsom Derby and is run on the very ex- 
cellent Tokyo Race Track during late May 
or early June of each year. The other 
three year old classics are the ‘*‘Ohka- 
Sho’’, run atNakayama, the ‘‘Satsuki-Sho”’ 
on the Yokohama track, the ‘‘Kikka-Sho”’ 
which corresponds to the St. Leger and is 
run at the Kyoto Race Track and finally, 
the ‘‘Yushun Hiniba’”’ which is the biggest 
event of spring racing for three-year-old 
fillies. The latter race, like NipponDerby, 
is held at the Tokyo Race Track, 

Betting is slightly different in Japan. 
I did not see any show windows. However, 
you must remember, Japanese characters 
are as meaningless as hieroglyphics to 
most westerners and maybe a show win- 
dow sign was stuck off in a corner some- 
where for large entry races. But I think

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Kentucky Hunt And Steeplechase Race Meeting

The last hunt meeting of the 1957 
Midwest season took place at Oxmoor 
Farm, Louisville, Ky., on Saturday, June 
1, It has been a pleasure to report good 
racing thus far on the circuit and The 
Oxmoor Meeting was not an exception. 
Five sanctioned and three unsanctioned 
races were carded and run under cloudy 
skies and over going made soft by a morn- 
ing thunder storm. 

Dennis Murphy tightened the girths on 
Expedient, the first of three winning 
charges from his very successful string, 
to account for The Glenview at about two 
miles over brush. Billy Haggard, fresh 
from his first winning ride at Nashville 
three weeks previously, had the mount in 
The Glenview to hang up his first of a 
trio of wins for the day. Eight went post- 
ward, with Expedient taking early com- 
mand of his field and winning in easy 
fashion by three lengths. His main con- 
tention was furnished first by John’s 
Hour, who pressed the pace at the mid- 
way point to get to within a length at the 
seventh brush and then fade, apparently 
the result of the going and some careless 
fencing. With three fences to go Navy 
Fighter, who had been going easily in 
third, was put to a drive by George Sloan 
and though he got to the winner’s girth 
over the fence he could do no better and 
finished a good second in this his first 
outing of the season. John’s Hour managed 
to garner the minor award four lengths 
behind him and then there was a large 
gap of some fifteen lengths back to Quick 
Sleep, who had not made a start since 
Memphis due to some leg trouble. 


Heavyweight Timber Race 

A new heavyweight timber race, The 
Harmony Landing, was carded this year 
and brought out four hopefuls to go the 
about two and a half miles. The running 
of this one probably pleased the casual 
observer more than the interested racing 
fan since three of the four starters fell. 
The first casualty was alsoafirst starter, 
Dr. Paul Dent’s Fannie Welsh, who came 
down with Bob Cherry at the twelfth while 
running last. This left J. Arthur Rey- 
nolds’ Four Hearts and Litigate and Sugar 
Hill to settle the issue. At the fourteenth, 
three fences from home, going in the 
second slot some five lengths behind Four 
Hearts owner-rider Louis Prince and Su- 
gar Hill turned over. At the next fence with 
one to go Jack Gordon and Litigate did the 
same thing only in a much more spectac- 
ular fashion. This left Four Hearts and 
Laddie Murray only the task of negotiating 
the final fence and galloping in, which they 
did. Littigate was remounted to finish 
second and Sugar Hill was remounted to 
finish third. 





Turf Race 
Having had a breather, rider Haggard 


accepted his second winning mount, This 
time it was Mrs. Joan Morgenthau’s 
*Cottage Flame in The Colonel at about 
one mile over turf. *Cottage Flame, who 
is trained by his enthusiastic owner, was 
gotten off in the middle of the sevenhorse 
field and improved his position at every 
call with little urging to best Pretty Free 
by a length and a half at the wire. The 
latter made most of the early running and 
was, in fact, three on top in the final 
turn but was outrun by the winner in the 
stretch. Fusby held down the third spot 
throughout to finish there four lengths 
behind Pretty Free. 


Timber Race 

Trainer Murphy saddled his second 
winner when he sent out Burford Danner’s 
Jamaica Boy to account for The Bear- 
grass at about three miles over timber. 
The little Balladier gelding had run dis- 
appointingly three weeks before at Nash- 
ville after a hard campaign that started 
at Southern Pines but he was “‘right”’ 
for this one after a three weeks rest. 
Young Crompton Smith, Jr. had the ride 
and graduated from the maiden ranks in 
decisive fashion as the pair made every 
fence a winning one. Running in perfect 
form and jumping likewise but for one mis- 
take, Jamaica Boy won eased up by eight 


- 
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lengths over The Deacon. The latter had 
trailed the four horse field until some 
five fences from home where Rich Lark 
suddenly flattened badly from second to 
come back to him. With three to go The 
Deacon was put to a drive but jumped 
badly. However, he came on and picked 
up the second-running Farmer’s Joy and 
was ten lengths the better of him at the 
finish. Rich Lark was a badly distanced 
fourth and last. 


Oxmoor Steeplechase 

Final race was the featured Oxmoor 
Steeplechase run at about two and a half 
miles over brush which provided trainer 
Murphy and rider Haggard with their third 
wins for the day. The horse in question 
was Mrs. William D. Hail’s *Another 
Hyacinth fresh from his win in The Iro- 
quois three weeks earlier. 

The nine horse field was thinned out 
early in the running as the result of Port 
Call leaving the course after the third fence 
and Hatton’s Grace doing likewise a fence 
later. Port Call was running last when he 
failed to make the first turn and Hatton’s 
Grace was apparently going well insecond 
when he headed for the infield after land- 
ing over the fourth fence. The winner, 
*Another Hyacinth, was never worse than 
third and after completing one turn of the 
two and a half times around he went to 
the front and was never headed, Ned Bon- 
nie moved Local Run up from the pack to

MONMOUTH HURDLE RACING 

Hurdle racing, an important phase of 
the Thoroughbredsport, will return to Mon- 
mouth Park on July 8 for its longest 
season at New Jersey’s modern Thor- 
oughbred center, according to President 
Amory L, Haskell. 

Starting on July 8, at the conclusion 
of the local program of turf racing, hurdle 
racing will be featured three times weekly 
through August 2, when the Midsummer 
Hurdle Handicap will be contested for the 
seventh consecutive year. This rich fix- 
ture with its purse of $20,000 will be 
carded again this year as an invitational 
event for 3-year-olds and upward, withno 
entrance or starting fees. To be run over 
a distance of about two miles, the feature 
is expected to attract America’s leading 
hurdle specialists. 

Invitations to compete in the Mid- 
summer Hurdle Handicap will be issued by 
a Committee headed by Amory L, Haskell, 
President of the United Hunts Racing 
Association, and consisting of Edward J. 
Brennan, John E. Cooper, Townsend B, 
Martin and Chris Wood, Jr. Hoping to 
lure a number of Europe’s topcontenders, 
it is planned to announce weights for the 
event Saturday, July 20, nearly two weeks 
in advance of the fixture. 

An additional attraction for hurdle 
enthusiasts is scheduled for July 12, when 
the initial edition of the Monmouth National 
Maiden Hurdle series will be run over a 
1-3/4 mile course, Carrying a purse of 
$7,500 added, this annual feature has 
become extremely popular and this yeara 
strong entry is assured for competition, 


ARC DE TRIOMPHE PURSE INCREASED 

The French Jockey Club recently an- 
nounced that the purse of the Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe will carry $112,000 
in added money as compared with the 
$70,000 offered in former years. The in- 


crease marks the centenary of the race 
which was first run April 26, 1857.

An Old Time 
Virginia Foxhunter 


Harry Worcester Smith 


(Reprinted from The Field Illustrated, 
January, 1924) 

After the Grafton - Middlesex Ameri- 
can-English Foxhound Match in 1905 I re- 
ceived a letter from a sportsman inlower 
Virginia asking me down there for a few 
days foxhunting. I went down and started 
out about nine o’clock one moonlight night 
in March after dinner, rode our horses to 
the edge of the Roanoke River, ten or 
twelve miles, hallooed to a darky on the 
other side to bring a scow over to take us 
over the river and then at one or two in 
the morning we pulled into Mr. Sneed’s 
plantation, It seemed only thirty minutes 
to me before I was awakened at 4,30 that 
morning by foxhunters arriving for in the 
South they have a great habit of coming 
early, waking up the household and then all 
sitting around in front of the fire while the 
breakfast is being cooked, and IT WAS A 
BREAKFAST! One of the negroes went 
down to the river, pulled in afish box, and 
we had fish frying in salt pork which five 
minutes before were swimming in the 
water. The glow of the sun was just seen 
in the horizon and the silvery moon sink- 
ing when Mr. Sneed’s colored huntsman 
brought up the hounds, and what a pack 


they were! 21 to 22 inches atthe shoulder, 
all white with a few lemon marks here and 
there like pointers, beautiful brown eyes 
like Welsh hounds and manners beyond 
compare; not a whimper, every hound 
standing about the trees on the old plan- 
tation lawn while a party of six or eight 
mounted their horses. Behind us they 
came, just because they loved their mas- 
ter and knew he was going to give sport, 
and not because whips were cracked at 
them to keep them in place. 

We went on about five miles and came 
to a deserted plantation, looking like a 
castle of old in the early morning light; 
there was the plantation house, its high 
pillars, the negro quarters, farm build- 
ings, all built of stone even to the poultry 
houses, The owner, a century ago, had 
made much money off of tobacco, which 
he used to put in great barrels and run 
an iron axle through the middle of the 
barrel to which shafts were attached and 
then horses tandem and thereby the tobac- 
co, rolling in its own barrel for wheels, 
was trundled to the nearest warehouse. 
The planter had become so rich that he 
sent a certain number of his slaves to 
England, had them taught tobe carpenters, 
stone cutters, etc., and then when they 
returned after a year or two erected the 
splendid buildings out of stone on his own 
land, 
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About a mile beyond this plantation Mr. 
Sneed pulled up, put his hounds into cover 
and they immediately picked up a feeding 
trail of a fox and for twenty-five or 
thirty minutes carried it here and there 
beside the brook, through he meadows, up 
on to the low hill, each hound giving 
tongue as he touched the line, and then 
all of a sudden there was a crash and the 
fox was up. The country being wooded we 
could only ride to points, although we heard 
them driving all the time, but for twohours 
I have never ridden harder and four or 
five times we were able to cut off the 
pack, and how they did drivel like demons, 
hardly a let up; they would sink down into 
a valley and you would think the line was 
lost, then the cry would break out againas 
they breasted the other side, not the slow- 
voiced, deep tongue of the long-eared 
hound, but the quick yap of the hard- 
running, fox-killing Southern hound, I can 
hear them now as we stood in avalley and 
they were coming down off a mountain up 
the side of a brook which meandered 
through the lowland. We were on the edge 
of a big meadow and had been hoping since 
the first cry in the morning to see the fox, 
and so drew our horses in under some big 
trees with every eye watching. Thencame 
the whisper ‘‘There he is’ and sure 
enough the gentleman in red with his big 
brush and white tag had just run into the 
open, and then to show how wily he was, 

instead of running straight he would run 
along by the side of the brook for thirty 
yards, then where it bent, with a big jump 
land on the other side and so on down the 
whole valley, jumping the water eight or 
nine times and disappearing at the other 
end. 

Now we hear the hounds coming every 
one tied to the hot scent and opening up 
as only American hounds can, Now they 
are on the grass and then the loveliest 
sight that one can imagine - the fifteen 
or eighteen couple of white hounds, which

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a half a dozen of the proverbial blankets 
would cover, in full cry with heads up as 
the scent was good, leaping the brook, 
running the grass, jumping again, looking 
like a white torrent on the green sward, 
We stood there enthralled and never again 
shall I ever see such a sight or hear 
such music. 

And who in the North ever heard of 
Sneed on the Roanoke and his great pack 
of hounds, but here was a sportsman who 
for years had bred to the best and bred 
the best. 

‘‘His taste was in Horses and Hounds 
orthodox, 

And no man can say he e’er headed 
the Fox.””

John Quinlan and I both had high- 
powered binoculars and since it wasn’t 
cold, we decided to stay on the hill and 
see what we could see. And what fortune 
that we did because for an hour and a half 
we never lost sight of the hunted hare as 
she made two tremendous circles of the 
valley before going north beyond our 
sight. Later she came all the way back 
again and there was hardly a move that she 
made that one of us didn’t see. 

Hounds ran her for 3 hrs. and 40 
minutes before being whipped off on a 
failing scent and many of the hounds per- 
formed brilliantly - particularly Beauty, 
Nordic, and Deborah. They unravelled 
her doubles, found where she leaped banks, 
unwound her creepings, and in all this, 
John and I were not able to signal any 
helpful hints to the Huntsman but once be- 
cause we were too far away. This once 
however, was when we saw the hare lay a 
crooked double along a wire fence, then 
burst along it as if to go to the end and 
swing right into a new field. Instead, when 
she got to the end, she swung 90 degrees 
left into the old field and immediately 
a fresh hare got up near the corner of 
the new field and went away lickety-split 
in the other direction. As hounds hesi- 
tated at the corner, we were able to signal 
the Huntsman to swing them towards us 
so they did not get off on the fresh hare 
as the hunted hare had evidently planned. 

Many times we saw the hare squat 
down, turn sideways to the hounds to 
listen, take a scratch, and knock the mud 
off her paws. The entire day she seemed 
to travel at an even hand gallop the only 
exception being when she took a turn 
right by John Quinlan who was down inthe 
field taking movies. (P. S. He ran out of 


film just as the hare spurted past him 
20 feet awayl) It seemed effortless for 
her to stay ahead of hounds which were 
going amost full out. This is partially 
explained by her large size (10-14 lbs. 
compared to the American species or 
Jackrabbit 7-10 Ibs.) and natural fitness. 

Other differences which we noticed 
were her style of running - she does 
not leap like the jack but rather runs 
steadily, and gallops high behind where the 
jack sometimes has a spanked look and 
runs high in front. She does not let the 
hounds catch up toa squat as does the jack. 
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She seemed to have more fur on the pads 
giving a snowshoe effect and her track was 
much larger than our natives. The pro- 
portion of ear length and body size seemed 
about the same and we both felt fortunate 
indeed to have been able to study a hunted 
hare for so long. 

So with all hounds in good shape in 
spite of the strenuous day (they hunted hard 
the next day for 3 hrs., without ill effect) 
we headed home to Long Island content 
that we had all had as good aday’s hunting 
as could be asked for, and what better 
ending is there than that to a day?

ingly planned and set out by Sarah Bladen, 
was excellent,..about a mile and a half 
in length with some 15 obstacles.

The jumping team of Culver Military 
Academy’s Black Horse Troop was vic- 
torious again this year over the jumping 
team of the Junior Essex Troop of West 
Orange, New Jersey, in the annual tele- 
graphic jumping meet held between the two 
troops on Saturday, April 20. Telegraphic 
jumping meets were started by Culver 
last year as a means of competing against 
groups too far distant to compete against 
in person, and have proved very success- 
ful. 

The meet this year was againrun along 
the lines of the Prix des Nations event 
of the Olympics, each troop entering teams 
of four in the A and B divisions with the 
best three rounds to count in determining 
team placings. The course was designed 
by Captain Solan M, Palmer of the Essex 
Troop and consisted of 10 obstacles includ- 
ing an in and out and a treble. The maxi- 
mum height in the A division was 3’9"* 
and in the B division 3°3°’, Essex entered 
one A team and two B teams, and Culver 
entered two teams in each division. 

Individual winner in the A division with 
a clean jump off round was Cadet Rafael 
Miranda of Culver on Dutch, Second was 
Cadet Captain Denis Glaccum of Essex on 
Skippy who also had clean rounds but 
slower time. Culver also paced first in the 
A division team competition, Its A-2 team 
of Cadets Clark F. McKeown, Richard T.

Dublin Spring Show 


**Irish’’ 

At the Royal Dublin Society’s Spring 
Show (May 7-11) the standard of jumping 
was higher than ever before.

On the first day Miss Smythe won an 
event confined to residents outside Ire 
land, She had 3 clear rounds on Prince 
Hal, to win from John Lanni who was 2nd 
and 3rd on A, Masserella and Sons’ 
Huntsman and Distinguished Gent. 

The next day Irish horses competed 
against the British, but England took the 
first two prizes - Mrs. Hanson’s Mon 
arch (Ray Wiles) won from Mr. White on 
Nizefela, Northern Ireland took third 
place, with Mrs. R, G, Garland’s Happy, 
ridden by Mr, Billy McCully. 

On the third day there was a fierce 
struggle between the British and Irish 
horses which went to four rounds over a 
really tough international course.

denly, he gradually becomes used to every- 
thing, including sorneone onhis back. Thus 
you do not have to fight it out like you do 
when each step becomes a major crisis 
in your life and his. 

So, I am proving to myself that it pays 
to take time to be kind and patient. I know 
the horses in anyone’s care will be apprec- 
iative and give much greater pleasure in 
the end,

N.Y. Motor Traffic 
And The Horse 


(Editor’s Note: We are indebted to Col. 
Frank Appleton for the following extracts 
from the New York Traffice laws). 

Section 67, Rules of the road, of the 
New York Motor Vehicle and Traffic Law, 
formerly the Highway Law of 1909, 
provides: 

**l, A person operating or driving a 
motor vehicle or motor cycle shall, on 
signal by raising the hand, from a person 
riding, leading or driving a horse or horses 
or other draft animals, bring such motor 
vehicle or motor cycle immediately to a 
stop and, if traveling in the opposite 
direction, remain stationary so long as 
may be reasonable to allow such horse or 
animal to pass, and, if traveling in the 
same direction, use reasonable caution in 
thereafter passing such horse or animal; 
provided that, incase such horse or animal 
appears badly frightened or the person 
operating such motor vehicle or motor 
cycle: is so signaled to do, such person 
shall cause the motor of such vehicle to 
cease running so long as shall be reason- 
ably necessary to prevent accident and 
insure the safety of others. 

**2, Whenever a person operating a 
motor vehicle or motor cycle shall meet 
on a public highway any other person rid- 
ing or driving a horse or horses or other 
draft animals or any other vehicle, the 
person so operating such motor vehicle 
or motor cycle shall reasonably turn the 
same to the right of the center of such 
highway so as to pass without interference. 
Any such person so operating a motor 
vehicle or motor cycle shall, on over- 
taking any such horse, draft animal or 
other vehicle, pass ot the left side thereof, 
and the rider or driver of such horse, 
draft animal or other vehicle shall, as soon 


as practicable, turn to the right so as to 
allow free passage on the left.

it can be said without fear of contradiction 
that, for eight horse fields or less, there 
is no show betting. 

The most popular type of betting with 
the Japanese public, is the one-two fore- 
cast. In the one-two forecast, you pick 
both the win horse and the place horse in 
that order for asingle race. But the horses 
you pick have to come in exactly in that 
order for you to collect your bet. As you 
can see, such a system can produce fan- 
tastic odds and usually does, It is usually 
hard enough for most people to pick a win- 
ner in one race or two winners in two 
races as in the daily double, but when it 
comes to picking both the first horse and 
the second horse in a single race, most 
westerners don’t go for it, But the Japanese 
love it. I might add for those quick think- 
ing souls who see a new way of making a 
fortune, combination numbers are limited 
to six in a six horse field and corrspond- 
ingly for the number of entries in other 
races. 

As for the purses, frankly, they are not 
much. The purses are the only small thing 
about Japanese. The largest race, the Nip- 
pon Derby, has a first prize of 2,000,000 
yen. This sounds like a fantastic sum but 
at the current rate of exchange is only 
about $5600. They run their horses for 
sport in Japan. See you at the races.

Maiden Hurdle Stakes with PolicemanDay, 
has a nomination in this year’s series, 
Milady Rose, a four-year-old filly by 
Brown King out of My Rose. Montpelier 
and Mrs, Ogden Phipps are well re- 
presented by four nominations each.
